Welfare Island, remained on duty 
from 7:30 a.m. throughout the day, 
went among the cell blocks explaining 
that the rumor was without founda- 
lion and that no such remission wa.s 
allowable under the law. 


Many 
convicts 
continued 
their 


screeching in cells, banging on walls 
and booing guards. 
All were locked in their cells through 
out the day and the situation Thurs- 
day night had quieted considerably. 
In fact, so much so that the extra 
guard was taken off duty. 


As a result of the revolt, the en-

without lunch, but Comisioncr Mac- 
Ccrmack said Thursday night that the 
ccnvicts had agreed to go to their 
rot-tine jobs Friday.

Beneath the sham and injustice of 


life, Amos saw also the evil of self- 
indulgence. In the seemingly pros- 
perous society that he ooservcd as he 
came from ms fields and farm life, 
he saw not only the depth ot social 
corruption, but he saw also the'de- 
basement of individual lite and char- 
acter. 


He perceived that the character of 


men and women was being corrupted 
by the ease and luxury that they had 
brought into iheir lives. 


He challenged the worth of much 


that every age has tended to call cul- 
ture and refinement. He questioned 
what could be the real culture or re- 
finement of a people who eared noth- 
ing for the affliction of their fellow 
men, and he predicted the overthrow 
of those who had not established their 
lives in strength and right and truth. 


He saw the great houses smitten 


with breaches and the little houses 
with clefts. He saw ruin and depres- 
sion settling upon the nation that had 
been building a luxurious superstruc- 
ture and disregarding the foundations 
of simple verity and right.
